Communication. 
To the Editor of the Times ;- 
__ As intimated in last weeks issue, I 
wish to point out to parents with 
children in attendance, one way in 


which they can aid the school financi- 
ally and educationally, 


First financially, In this connec- 
tion, we desire to direct their atten- 
tion to the fact that there is no gov- 
ernment grant given for aggregate at- 
tendance, but for percentage attend- 
ance only, according to the following 
schedule :- 

50 to 60 % per day 5 cents. 

61 70 10 
71 80 15 
81 90 20 
91 100 26 


” ” 
” ” 


” 
These amounts, for each room, are 


payable at the end of each term, when 
the average percentage is taken of all 
the months in which school was kept 
open that term. The percentage of 
each month is obtained by dividing 
the average attendance for the month, 
by a number of pupils enrolled. Thus 
an average of ten, with an enrollment 


of twenty gives fifty per cent; where 
as an average of nine with an enroll- 
went of twelve gives seventy-five per 
cent, but an average of eight and a 
half, with enrollment of nine, would 
give 94 per cent. Hence a small 
room where the pupils attend regular- 
ly earn a larger grant than a large 
room with an irregular attendance. 

During March a considerable num- 
ber of pupils attended only the last 
few days and thus spoiled the percent- 
age for that month, 

From the education standpoint the 
irregular pupil injures the school, as 
he soon falls behind: hisclass, and is 
a hindrance and drag to it. He in- 
jures himself as his education cannot 
be a systematic structure, it of un- 
voidable consequence has gaps in it, 
asa pile of bricks and stones com- 
pared with a stone wall on a stone 
foundation, Thirdly, he does an in- 
justice to his teacher, as few parents 
pause to figure how long-in actual at- 
tendance their child wasin a Stand- 
fard. They say for example that he 
was two years in the same book, when 
the school register shows less than one 
hundred days in actual attendance 
not six months, or half a school year. 
Let us hope that with the summer 
months and a comfortable building, 
Wetaskiwin will stand high in its 
regularity of attendance,
